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REMARKS 

Claims 4 and 7 have been canceled. 

Upon entry of the amendment, claims 1-3 and 5-6 are pending in the application. 

Claim 1 has been amended. Support for this amendment can be found on page 13, lines 
20-23 and from page 13, line 24 to page 15, line 5 of Applicants' specification as well as original 
claim 3. Support for the solid polymerizing step can be found for example in the last paragraph 
on page 16 of the specification. 

Claims 1-7 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by 
Pielartzik et al., U.S. Patent No. 5,084,547 ("Pielartzik"). 

In the present invention, melt polymerizing is carried out in th presence of at least one 
compound selected from the group consisting of 1-methylimidazole, 2-methylimidazole, and a 
pyridine compound represented by the formula (VII). Additionally, the liquid cystalline 
polyester produced by melt-polymerizing is solidified by solid polymerization. 

Applicants submit that Pielartzik does not teach or suggest melt-polymerizing in the 
presence of at least one compound selected from the group consisting of 1-methylimidazole, 2- 
methylimidazole, and a pyridine compound represented by the formula (VII). Applicants further 
submit that Pielartzik does not teach or suggest solid-polymerizing the liquid crystalline 
polyester produced by melt-polymerizing. Accordingly, Applicants submit that Pielartzik does 
not antipate the claimed invention. 

In view of the above, Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner reconsider and 
withdraw the rejection. 
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Amendment under 37 C.RR. § 1.111 

Claim 7 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as allegedly being anticipated by 
Murakami et aL, U.S. Patent No. 5,048,347 ("Murakami"). 

Applicants have canceled claim 7. Accordingly, the rejection over Murakami is moot.
